Nok Looks

and was largely irrelevant. 


Alternatively, in just a few weeks’ time the 
BNP could have been defeated in its electoral 
bid and end up with fewer councillors than it 
has now. 


The outcome of these elections will go a long 
way to determining the extent of the BNP 
threat over the next few years.

f HOPE and hate 


ON THE STREETS of Barking and 
Dagenham you can sense a mood. 
Few people remain undecided and most 
have a view. Over the past few weeks 
I have accompanied a succession of 
journalists around the Becontree estate 
and the shops on Dagenham Heathway. 
Few have left unshocked. 

The overt racism, the fear and the 
anger. Everyone can sense it. As we 
give out leaflets outside Dagenham 
Heathway station men, and they are 
usually men, shout “BNP” from their 
cars. Some young women refuse to 
take our leaflets. They complain about 
a shortage of housing, too many 
immigrants and jobs being taken by 
eastern Europeans. 

“This isnt our area any more,” is a 
regular response. “They” — the word is 
pronounced in a heavy and derogatory 
tone — “are being given houses”. 

It can be depressing and even 
demoralising to hear these views. 
You just hope that the journalist is too 
busy talking to shoppers to hear the 
worst of the abuse, knowing full well it 
will get reported. 

But there is another side to Barking 
and Dagenham, one that is rarely 
recorded in the media. People are 
beginning to stand up to the British 
National Party. 

On a cold but bright January 
morning the HOPE not hate (HnH) 
campaign kicked off its 2010 


campaign with a well attended Day j 


of Action. Over 80 people took 
part, most from the borough itself. 
Most encouragingly, about 30 local 
people were new to the campaign 
and for some it was their first 
political activity. 

A month later, in a plush room at 
the Royal Society Arts in central 
London, Sandra Vincent, a GMB 
organiser from Barking, gave an 
impassioned speech on the need to 
support the HOPE not hate campaign. 
A working-class mother of two, who 
has lived in the borough for 20 years, 
she told the suited and well-heeled 
audience at a HOPE not hate 
fundraising event how scared she would 


be for her children if the BNP took 
control of the council. 

“I need you to help them [HnH] to 
help me to help my children to help our 
community,” she concluded. 

It brought the threat we are facing 
into clear perspective. In just a few 
weeks the BNP might take control of 
Barking and Dagenham council. If it 
does then the floodgates for further 
success for the racist party will be open.

THERE WILL NEVER be a better 
opportunity for the BNP to make a 
political breakthrough. Everything, it 
would appear, is going in its favour. 
The political system has been 
discredited and defiled by the expenses 
scandals. Many traditional Labour 
voters feel their party has abandoned 
them, while many of Margaret 
Thatcher’s working-class Tories hate 
the posh and liberal David Cameron. 
We are not yet out of the worst 
economic crisis for 60 years and 
immigration is running at an 
unprecedented level and is generally 


concentrated in those areas least 
equipped to cope. 

A real and perceived fear exists 
among many people that their 
economic prospects are grim and the 
main political parties do not represent 
them any more. With Scotland and 
Wales developing new identities 
and gaining confidence in an 
increasingly powerful European Union, 
and with financial institutions and 
multinationals becoming stronger than 
governments, the little man at the 
bottom feels abandoned and angry. 

It is a perfect storm for the BNP 
and the party is determined to take 
advantage of it. 


THE BNP IS putting forward a record 
number of candidates in these elections. 
As Searchlight goes to press we believe 
that the BNP will field at least 400 
candidates in the general election, 
maybe more, and more than 1,000 in 
the council elections. 

While the vast majority have little 
chance of winning, the numbers signify 
the BNP’s determination to be seen as a 
major national political party. With the 
free mail shot available to parliamentary 
candidates and accompanying television 
airtime the BNP hopes to use these 
elections to grow even bigger. 

The party’s national priority is 
Barking and Dagenham. It is 
already the official opposition on 
the council and would only need 
to hold its present 12 seats and 
take a few more off Labour, while 
hoping the Tories do the same, to 
become the largest party. 
Party leader Nick Griffin is 
challenging Margaret Hodge in 
Barking but as he admitted to 
The Guardian last month the big “prize” 
would be the council. 

Stoke-on-Irent is the BNP’s next 
priority and despite a quite public 
falling out within the local party 
organisation, the BNP could still 
become the largest party on 
vane the council after 6 May. 
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The BNP’s deputy leader, Simon Darby, 
will also be fighting hard to win 
the parliamentary seat of Stoke-on- 
Trent Central. 

It is in the local elections that 
the BNP presents the greatest risk. 
While the general election should boost 
turnout at the polls, it is no longer 
inevitable that people will vote the same 
in their council election as they do 
nationally. Indeed there is growing 
evidence to show that voters are more 
likely to vote differently locally as a 
protest against mainstream politicians. 

We have identified 102 wards where 
the BNP poses some form of electoral 
threat. Of these 30 are wards where the 
BNP is defending seats. In additional to 
all its London councillors being up for 
election, other high profile BNP 
councillors defending their seats include 
Chris Beverley (Morley South, Leeds), 
Paul Cromie (Queensbury, Bradford) 
and Derek Dawson (Gannow, Burnley). 

In a further eight wards the BNP 
won in the last round of local elections 
and so is well placed to take another 
seat this time. 

Overall, we are expecting the BNP 
to contest over 1,000 council seats. 
Many will be in London, where every 
seat is being contested. The 102 “risk” 
wards include 53 where the BNP either 
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came first in the last election it contested 
or needs a swing of less than 5%. 

The BNP threat is concentrated in a 
handful of local authority areas. The 102 
risk wards cover 30 local authorities. 
However, 51 of these wards are in just 
ten local authorities. The concentration 
is even more stark for the “most at risk” 
wards. All but three of the 25 most at 
risk wards fall in ten local authorities, as 
do 38 of the 50 most at risk wards. 

We are sure that there are other 
wards where the BNP could win but 
has never stood before, making it 
difficult to measure the risk. This is 
especially the case in London where 
all-out elections give the BNP a better 
chance of winning seats than in 
elections for a single councillor in a 
ward, as is usual in the rest of the 
country. The BNP could several seats in 
Havering, the neighbouring borough to 
Barking and Dagenham, and could also 
do well in Bexley, on the southeast edge 
of London. 

While the BNP will continue to 
present a serious threat in many of its 
traditional heartlands there are some 


places where we expect a weaker BNP 


effort. These include Kirklees and 
Bradford, two areas where the local BNP 
organisation has collapsed, Burnley, 
where it is likely to get squeezed in a

hard-fought contest between Labour 
and the Liberal Democrats, and Epping 
Forest where the party could lose three of 
its four councillors. 

Outside Barking and Dagenham and 
Stoke-on-Irent, we expect the BNP to 
poll well in Thurrock, Amber Valley and 
Barnsley. We are also expecting a strong 
BNP performance in Sandwell, where 
two BNP councillors are up for election. 

We expect the BNP to emerge 
strongly in some new areas too. 
In addition to Havering and Bexley, 
we anticipate a stronger BNP showing 
in South Tyneside, Teesside, Wigan 
and Salford. 

The BNP will be looking to build on 
its growing support in Barnsley and 
were it not for the general election the 
party could be looking at several seats 
here. However, in neighbouring 
Rotherham, where the BNP took two 
seats in 2008, there is little indication 
that it has built on its success. 

Sandwell could be _ interesting. 
In 2006 the BNP averaged 33% of the 
vote in the nine wards it contested and 
won three seats. One of these councillors 
left the party the following year, but the 
three seats are now up for election and, 
while the BNP vote dropped by half by 
2008, there are growing fears that it 
could rise again this year. 


STANDING OPPOSED to the BNP 
is the HOPE not hate campaign. 
Launched in 2005 as a positive antidote 
to the BNP’s message of hate it has 
developed into one of Britain's largest 
non-party political operations. In last 
year’s European election we delivered 
3.6 million newspapers and _ leaflets 
around the country, including 1.4 
million in the North West alone. 

With 142,000 supporters, we 
probably have Britain's largest political 
email list, with an estimated 20,000 
people doing something regularly for us 
online. More importantly, we have 
brought thousands of people into more 
traditional campaigning. A survey of 
those who got active with us last year 
found 35% had never done any political 
campaigning before. And a large 
proportion of these were women. 

This year our campaign is going to be 
even bigger. We have 20 staff working 
on the campaign, a mixture of full and 
part-time staff, young volunteers and 
retirees. We have organisers in key areas 
of the country and we have developed a 
local organiser network through our 
Organisers’ Academy. 

With the help of our online 
campaigning we have developed a 
telephone canvassing operation that can 
be accessed by anyone with a phone and 
internet connection. This means that 
HnH activists in areas where there is no 
BNP threat can play a role in defeating 
the BNP in a key area. 

We are also systematically targeting 
women in a way we have never done 
before. Responding to surveys showing 
that women are far less likely to vote 
BNP than men, we have produced almost 
a million copies of a 12-page women's 
booklet and, following research we 
conducted into women’ attitudes to 
political literature, the tone of 
our material is more positive and 
less aggressive. 

New technology plays an 
ever-increasing role in our 
campaigning but it cannot 
replace traditional organis- 
ing. We are producing 27 
different tabloid HOPE 
not hate newspapers, 
each customised for a 
key area, and almost a 
million local leaflets. 

It is quite simply 
the biggest and most 
targeted anti-BNP 
campaign ever. 

We know our 
campaigning can be 
successful. The electoral 
decline of the BNP in West 


Yorkshire is in large part down to the 
work of HOPE not hate Yorkshire. 
The same is true in Oldham, where we 
work with Oldham United Against 
Racism, and Epping Forest, where our 
partners are Redbridge and Epping 
Forest Together. In Sandwell, we were 
instrumental in reducing the BNP vote 
between 2006 and 2008. 

We also know our limitations. We are 
obviously not a political party and for 
the BNP to lose somebody else has to 
win. But we can, by mobilising the anti- 
BNP vote and suppressing the BNP 
vote, create the space for a mainstream 
political party to refill. 

One of the advantages of this being a 
general election year is that all the 
political parties have increased their 
activities in recent months. One effect of 
this has been that the BNP has failed to 
win any council by-elections and has 
indeed lost a few seats that it was 
defending. It was not necessarily that 
BNP support had dropped, just that with 
every council by-election being a dry run 
for the general election every party was 
fighting much harder than it might 
otherwise have done. Consequently 


turnout was higher and the BNP was 
out-organised. 


THESE ELECTIONS are crucial and 
not just because the BNP could win a 
council or even a parliamentary seat, 
though those should be compelling 
reasons alone. The outcome will set the 
tone for the next two years, which by 
every prediction are going to be much 
harder for us. The perfect storm is going 
to become a lot rougher. 

We are going to see huge public sector 
cuts and reductions in already depleted 
frontline local services. Many of those 
who lose their jobs will be low-paid local 
government workers, precisely the 
audience for the BNP. Immigration will 
continue to grow with employers 
increasingly keen to find cheaper labour 
from abroad to reduce costs and that, 
coupled with rising unemployment and 
pressures on local services, will present 
the BNP with new opportunities. 

Finally, there is a growing clamour for 
electoral reform to introduce some form 
of proportional representation, which as 
we have seen across Europe could 
give the BNP the opening it needs. 
The BNP’s representation on the 
London Assembly and in the European 
Parliament, which is being used to 
bankroll the party, are both the result of 
elections held under a form of PR. 

Whether the BNP can _ take 
advantage of the opportunities ahead 
will partly be determined by its success 
in 2010. If we can hold the fort and even 
push the BNP back in key areas then we 
will start the post-general election cycle 
in clearly a better position than if the 
racists make a breakthrough, 

particularly if they take control of 
Barking and Dagenham council. 

For the voters of Barking 
and Dagenham there is a 
clear choice: hope or hate. 
The politics of the borough 
are that polarised. Sandra 
Vincent, and others like 
her, will be campaigning 
tirelessly until the polls 
close to prevent the 
BNP taking _the 
council. For the sake 
of her children and 
her community she has 
no choice. We need 
to support her because 
what happens in 
Barking and Dagenham 
this year will have an 
impact on the rest of us in 
the coming years. << 
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Key electoral battleg 


The British National Party may well be standing in 300-400 constituencies in 
the general election but in only a handful does the party present a threat. 
Nick Lowles looks at the key battlegrounds. 


BARKING AND DAGENHAM 


Constituencies: Barking, 
Dagenham & Rainham 


BNP councillors: 12 
Target wards: 10 (all-out elections) 


Nick Griffin and Michael Barnbrook 


THE EAST LONDON borough of 
Barking and Dagenham is the BNP’s 
top national priority, where it hopes to 
take control of the council and with it a 
£200m a year budget. The BNP is 
already the official opposition and needs 
26 councillors in these all-out elections 
to take control of its first council. 

Nick Griffin, the BNP leader, is 
standing in Barking in the general 
election but even he admits that their 
goal is the council. Private polling 
shows that he is less popular locally than 
the BNP is as a party and while he will 
get a big vote he is unlikely to unseat 
Margaret Hodge, the Labour minister. 

The battle for control of the council 
will be fought out in six “marginal” 
wards. They include two where the 
BNP has councillors and four wards 
where Labour holds all the seats. 
Whoever wins in these wards will 
become the largest party. 

Jon Cruddas is less threatened by 
Michael Barnbrook, the BNP 
challenger, in his Dagenham & 
Rainham constituency, but in the 2008 
London Assembly elections both the 
BNP and the Conservatives polled 
more votes than Labour. His position 
has been boosted since then by his 
successful campaign against a planned 
prison, which mobilised the support of 
17,500 people in his constituency. 
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STOKE-ON-TRENT 


Constituencies: Stoke-on-Trent 
North, Stoke-on-Trent Central 
and Stoke-on-Trent South 


BNP councillors: 8 


Target wards: 9 


Simon Darby and Michael Coleman 


THE BNP HAS a realistic chance of 
becoming the largest party on the 
council and even taking the Stoke-on- 
Trent Central parliamentary seat in an 
area that Griffin has described as the 
BNP’s “jewel in the crown’. 

Stoke-on-Trent was once a strong 
Labour city. In the late 1990s the party held 
all 60 council seats, but today it is consumed 
by internal divisions and is inactive. 

The likelihood of the BNP taking 
Stoke-on-Irent Central has receded 
slightly following the decision of Alby 
Walker, the BNP’s former council group 
leader, to leave the party and stand as an 
independent. The increasingly bitter war 
of words between Walker and the BNP 
is likely to damage the BNP’s electoral 
chances in Abbey Green, Walker’s ward, 
but not necessarily elsewhere in the city. 

The BNP poses a slightly lesser threat 
in Stoke-on-Irent South where Michael 
Coleman is the party’s candidate, but an 
Asian Liberal Democrat candidate and a 
popular independent could both take 
votes from Labour and leave the seat 
more vulnerable. 

On the council Walker and two 
BNP councillors are up for election. 
Walker looked secure until the BNP 
announced it would stand against him 
and Labour will be hoping to win back 
the other two BNP seats. 


AMBER VALLEY 
Constituency: Amber Valley 
BNP councillors: 2 

Target wards: 4 


THE BNP MADE a breakthrough 
in this East Midlands constituency in 
2008 by winning two council seats and 
missing out on a third by just one vote. 

The BNP’s strength is in Heanor but 
it is looking to do well in neighbouring 
Alfreton. 

Labour just beat off the BNP 
challenge in Heanor in last year’s county 
council elections so it will be hoping 
that a higher turnout and _ local 
campaigning will prevent the BNP 
from making further gains. 


MORLEY AND OUTWOOD 
Constituency: Morley & Outwood 
BNP councillors: 1 

wards: 2 


A HIGH-PROFILE | seat being 
defended by the Children, Schools 
and Families Minister Ed Balls, 
Morley and Outwood is the BNP’s 
top target in Yorkshire. This is a 
new constituency bringing together 
the southern part of Leeds and the 
northern part of Wakefield. In the 
2008 local elections the BNP polled 
more votes than any other party, 
although it was helped by a strong 
Morley Independent vote. 

The BNP candidate, Chris 
Beverley, is also likely to defend his 
Morley South council seat, though he 
might decide to jump ship and stand 
in the neighbouring Ardsley and 
Robin Hood ward, where the 
BNP needs a swing of less than 0.1% 
to win. 

The BNP is likely to find its 
vote squeezed in the general election 
but Beverley appears to have a 
strong personal following in the south 
of Leeds.

BURNLEY 
Constituency: Burnley 
BNP councillors: 4 
Target wards: 3 


ONCE THE BNP’S local government 
stronghold, the party is now down to 
four councillors from a peak of eight. 
Three of these four represent one ward. 
This is going to be a difficult election 
for Burnley BNP. 

The BNP is unlikely to make any 
headway in the general election and is 
even likely to see a decline in its 2005 
vote as the Lib Dems battle to take the 
seat from Labour. 

However, it is the council elections on 
which the BNP will focus its energy. 
Two BNP councillors are facing election 
and they will be pleased to end the night 
retaining their seats. The BNP’s local 
election effort is likely to benefit from 
the popularity of its general election 
candidate, Sharon Wilkinson, in 
Hapton with Park, one of the wards 
where the BNP is defending a seat. 


EAST RENFREWSHIRE 
Constituency: East Renfrewshire 
BNP councillors: 0 

Target wards: 0 


The Scottish BNP organiser Gary 
Raikes will be challinging the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, Jim Murphy. 
Raikes is unlikely to make any 
significant breakthrough but will hope 
to match the 4.9% he polled in the 
recent Glasgow North East by-election, 
the highest vote the BNP has ever 
achieved in Scotland. 
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COUNTY DURHAM 


Constituencies: Bishop Auckland, 
Sedgefield 


BNP councillors: 0 
Target wards: 0 


Mark and Adam Walker 


WITH NO LOCAL elections in 
County Durham this year the BNP will 
be focusing on the Bishop Auckland 
and Sedgefield constituencies. Covering 
a collection of former pit villages, the 
two seats have always voted Labour but 
in recent years the BNP has made 
inroads, particularly in ‘Tudhoe, 
Chilton, Spennymoor and Ferryhill. 
While the BNP has no chance of 
winning either parliamentary seat its 
candidates, Mark and Adam Walker, 
will be looking to solidify their support 
in preparation for future local elections. 


THURROCK 


Constituencies: Thurrock, South 
Basildon & East Thurrock 


BNP councillors: 1 
Target wards: 3 


IN LAST summer’s European election 
the BNP polled 17.6% across the 
Thurrock local authority, only just 


behind Labour (18.3%), the UK 
Independence Party (21.7%) and 
the Conservatives (22.8%). While the 
general election result is unlikely to be 
as close the BNP will be expecting a 
good double-digit vote share. 

It is on Thurrock council that the 
BNP presents the greater threat. 
Its general election candidate, Emma 
Colgate, is also the party’s only local 
councillor, yet she holds the balance of 
power on the council. 

The BNP will be hoping to use the 
publicity generated by Griffin in nearby 
Barking to increase its strength in the 


Tilbury wards. 


WREXHAM 


Constituencies: Alyn & Deeside, 
Wrexham 


BNP councillors: 0 
Target wards: 0 


The BNP sees the general election as a 
platform for an assault on the 2011 
Welsh Assembly election. Its best 
prospects are North Wales, particularly 
Wrexham and Alyn & Deeside, where it 
won 9.4% and 7% of the vote respectively 
in the 2007 Welsh Assembly election. 

Alyn & Deeside will be contested by 
the party’s deputy press officer John 
Walker, while Melvin Roberts will 
stand in Wrexham. 
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Stepping stones to power 


David Williams discusses why today’s BNP presents a far more serious political threat 
than the 1970s National Front. 


he British National Party is 
determined to contest more seats 
than any British extreme-right 
party ever before. With over 160 
candidates declared for the general 
election at the time of writing, the BNP 
appears well on track to reach its target. 

The figure the BNP has to beat is the 
303 candidates that the National Front 
(NF) fielded in the 1979 general 
election. However, their average vote of 
1.5% was the end of the road for the 
NE, which had overreached itself and 
imploded. Out of the ruins was born the 
BNP, founded in 1982. 

Unfortunately there are few 
comparisons between today’s BNP 
challenge and that of the NF. 

The NF had never really been 
interested in contesting elections for 
their own sake, preferring a more violent 
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path. It believed it could rise to power if 
it could “kick our way into the headlines” 
through demonstrations and marches in 
an attempt to “control” the streets. 
Nevertheless the NF did contest 
elections and occasionally achieved 
some notable results. In 1973 Martin 
Webster, the NF’s national activities 
organiser, polled 16% in a by-election in 
West Bromwich. This compares 
favourably with the 16% that Nick 
Griffin, the BNP leader, polled in 
Oldham West and Royton in the 2001 
general election and the 17% that 
Richard Barnbrook won in 2005, 
the highest percentage achieved by the 
BNP at a general election to date. 
However the NF was not geared 
organisationally towards contesting 
elections in the same sustained manner 
in which the BNP has focussed on 


cultivating wards and constituencies in 
recent years. 

The NF believed that its support, 
which was concentrated in the West 
Midlands and Greater London, would 
simply filter outwards but did little to 
facilitate such growth. NF support 
experienced two distinct spikes related to 
the influx of Asian immigrants in 1972 
and 1976. BNP support in contrast, 
although similarly concentrated in 
pockets of the country, shows some sign 
that it is transcending the regionalisation 
of its core support base. 

Since emerging as an electoral threat 
in 2001-02, the BNP has fielded 
increasing numbers of candidates at 
local and general elections. It currently 
has 56 council seats, one member in the 
London Assembly and two MEPs. 

BNP support appears less volatile 


than that of the NF which has given the 
BNP a measure of electoral stability 
that the NF never managed to achieve. 

There is another crucial factor, 
which invalidates any comparison 
with the 1979 general election. 
The BNP’s fortunes are still rising; 
the NF in 1979 was already in decline, 
which its appalling showing in the 
general election that year only helped 
accelerate. The party was in poor shape 
after being wracked by splits in 
the middle of the decade, which the 
temporary boost given to the NF by 
the arrival of the Malawi Asians in 1976 
served to mask. The party polled 
strongly in the 1976 local election and 
in the following year fielded more than 
400 council election candidates across 
the country, achieving 235,000 votes. 

In the 1977 Greater London Council

election the NF stood in all but one of 
the 92 seats and took 119,000 votes, 
over 5% of the total. In Hackney South 
the NF polled 19%. This was the peak 
of the NF’s electoral achievement. 

The BNP is simply not in the same 
position. Griffin is more realistic about 
his prospects and is standing for 
Parliament in Barking largely to boost 
his party’s attempt to win the main 
prize, namely control of Barking and 
Dagenham council. 

The BNP has implemented a “ladder 
strategy” -— securing one tier of 
government before contesting the next — 
something that was beyond the resources 
and strategic imagination of the NF. 
However, it offers the BNP its most 
realistic chance of putting down enduring 
roots in Barking and Dagenham. 

In addition, the BNP is operating in a 
different political context. In the 1970s 
Margaret Thatcher led a resurgent 
right-wing Conservative Party that won 
support on the back of campaigning 
against immigration. There was also a 
strong left, both inside and outside the 
Labour Party, which acted as a pole of 
attraction for working-class militants. 

These factors are not present today. 
David Cameron is desperate to divest 
the Conservative Party of its right- 
wing image but is widely disliked 
by the type of working-class Tories 
who flocked to Thatcher in 1979. 
The left is considerably weaker than 
in the past and less involved in the 
lives of working-class communities. 
The vacuum, on the left and the right, is 
now being occupied by the BNP. 

It has taken the BNP a long time to 
reach this position. After founding the 
BNP in 1982, John Tyndall perhaps 
unsurprisingly remained committed to 
the same failed strategy as he had 
followed while leader of the NF. 

The BNP would have to wait more 
than- a decade for its first whiff of 
electoral success, with the election of a 
councillor in Tower Hamlets in a by- 
election. The party lost the seat in the 
council elections seven months later and

it would be another decade before it 


began to focus on elections and 
grassroots campaigning. Unlike Tyndall, 
however, Griffin has belatedly learned 
many of the lessons of the past, making 
the BNP and the threat it poses in the 
forthcoming general election a very 
different proposition. 

Some argue that the BNP is 
overstretching itself by fielding so many 
candidates in the general election. 
However, the position of the BNP 
today cannot be compared with that of 
the NF in 1979. Contesting a large 
number of seats will give the BNP 
legitimacy, a free mail shot to millions 
of voters and television airtime. 
With many of its candidates likely to 
save their deposits, the BNP will see 
the money paid out as a good political 
investment.

Sonia Gable reveals how the BNP lost no time in getting its noses into the 
European Union expenses trough 


PUNISH THE PIGS, urged the 
British National Party as it sought to 
win election to Europe last year on the 
back of the MPs’ expenses scandal. 
For weeks the image of two men in suits 
with pink pigs’ heads and red and blue 
rosettes, grubbing at a pile of bank 
notes, featured ubiquitously on the 
party's website, election literature, 
posters and even the side of the 
A-frame advertising lorry that it 
misnames the “truth truck”. 

The public can be assured that no one 
in this party is in it for the money, 
declared Nick Griffin, the BNP leader, at 
the party’s European manifesto launch. 
And the party’s website stated: “The 
public can throw all these pigs, thieves, 
liars and crooks out of their sties by 
voting for the British National Party on 


June 4th. The time has come for change.” 

Once elected, Griffin and his fellow 
MEP Andrew Brons were quick to set 
up personal websites to publicise their 
work. Griffins had a page headed 
“accounts & expenses”. For many 
months it carried the promise “All 
accounts and expenses will be published 
on this page for complete transparency 
as soon as they become available”. 

They were not. Only after Chris 
Davies, a Liberal Democrat MEP in 
Griffin's North West region, challenged 
Griffin in The Bolton News in March to 
make his expenses public, did Griffin 
post a few figures. Brons has maintained 
his silence. 

One reason for Davies’s concern was 
that Griffin receives an allowance of 
£175,000 a year to pay staff, but lists 


only three employees on his website, of 
whom one is part time and another also 
works for Brons in Yorkshire. It seemed 
that they were grossly overpaid. 

But the truth is more alarming. 
Griffin revealed that he employed eight 
full-time and part-time staff, disclosing 
an impressive sounding list of job titles 
but no names. Six were paid between 
£10,000 and £20,000 and only one fell 
into the “£20,000 to £30,000” band. 

Searchlight has discovered that all of 
them hold senior positions in the BNP. 
In fact most of the BNP leadership is on 
the two MEPs’ parliamentary payroll. 

One is Simon Darby, who splits his 
time between both MEPs while acting 
as the BNP’s deputy leader and press 
officer and speaking at party functions 


around the country. 


Emma Colgate is the party's 
“manager”, in charge of _ staff 
management and administration, and 
Eddy Butler is the BNP’s national 
organiser and national elections 
officer. These are major party roles, yet 
Butler and Colgate combine these 
functions with jobs for both MEPs. 
And both of them live in Essex, a long 
way from the regions Griffin and 
Brons_ represent. Colgate even 
manages to find time to be an active 


BNP councillor in Thurrock.

Griffin also employs Martin 
Reynolds and Clive Jefferson. Reynolds 
heads the BNP’s security department 
and acts as Griffin's chief personal 
minder. Jefferson is the party’s regional 
organiser in the North West. 

It gets worse. Of the 11 BNP staff 
being funded by the taxpayer, ten are 
prospective parliamentary candidates 
for the BNP in the general election, 
most of them in target seats. Darby is 
contesting Stoke-on-Trent Central, one 
of only two seats where the BNP has 
any prospect of doing well. 

Not only are we, the taxpayers, 
funding the BNP’s organisational 
structure, we are also helping to pay for 
the BNP’s election campaign through 
the EU payroll. 

Employees of MPs from the 
mainstream parties resign or take 
unpaid leave if they stand in elections to 
avoid any suggestion of improper use of 
public money. But not the BNP’s EU- 
funded staff. Griffin claimed to be 
elected on an “anti-sleaze” ticket, yet he 
has lost no time in muscling himself 
into a first class seat on the gravy train. 

Another BNP election candidate 
receiving EU money is Andrew Moffat, 
though he is not on the payroll but 
receives part of the £18,000 Griffin 


declares as “consultancy fees”. Moffat’s 
claim to fame is that he shared a flat 
with Griffin in Pimlico, central London, 
in 1981, together with other far-right 
extremists. One of them was Roberto 
Fiore, the convicted Italian terrorist who 
was Griffin’s political mentor. Moffat 
was working for David Irving, the 
Holocaust denying writer, at the time. 
He has denied acting as a consultant to 
Griffin but Griffin has confirmed it. 

It is ironic that one of the main planks 
of the BNP’s general election campaign 
is withdrawal from the EU. The BNP’s 
economic policy argues that personal 
tax is “far too high” and could be 
reduced by “ending the billions pumped 
into the EU swindle”, though in its 
reaction to last month’s Budget the 
BNP preferred to devote the saving of a 
claimed 415 billion” in “EU 
membership fees” to taking “a scythe” to 
the UK’s national debt. 

The day after the Budget, Griffin 
gave a similar message to the European 
Parliament, though the amount he 
hoped to save by withdrawing from the 
EU was substantially lower. “British 
taxpayers are fleeced to the tune of £6.4 
billion in net direct payments to the 
EU annually,” Griffin told the EU's 
budgetary session. 

The difference in the figures is not 
surprising. The BNP makes a habit of 
plucking figures out of the air to suit the 
moment. For example, Griffin has 
often said the party spent more than 
£500,000 on its European election 
campaign, especially when asking his 
members and supporters for more 
money. But its official account of 
its election spending showed it had 
only spent £282,843. When challenged 
Darby claimed the party needed 
to exaggerate and dismissed the 
discrepancy as “a bit of hyperbole”. 

The BNP’s lack of transparency 
extends to its accounts for 2008, which 
remain under investigation by the 
Electoral Commission after the party’s 
independent auditor stated that they 
not only did not give a true and fair view 
but also did not “comply with the 
requirements of the Political Parties 
Elections and Referendums Act 2000 as 
adequate records have not been made 
available”. Even Griffin was forced to 
admits the accounts were “inadequate”. 

Just like the pigs in George Orwell’s 
Animal Farm, the BNP promised to 
work for ordinary people and be 
better than Britain’s political masters. 
The only difference between the BNP 
and Orwell’s pigs is the speed with 
which the BNP moved into the 
farmhouse. ~<¢

Aneela Sultan 


Pharmaceutical quality 
analyst, Warrington 


WHEN IT WAS the 
European elections and Nick 
Griffin became the MEP for 
the North East I thought 

I needed to do something. 

I was thinking about writing 
some articles and what the 
BNP were saying about Muslims. I didn’t even 

know about HOPE not hate until I received an email. 
It was a godsend and I met some of the activists and 
got involved. 

My father established the first mosque in Warrington 
and was a councillor so I’ve grown up around politics 
and that prompted me to do something. 

I’m a Muslim and I’m quite passionate. The BNP are 
fuelling hatred of a religion they don’t understand. 

We should be bringing people together and I just 
wanted to stop the lies. Nick Griffin is only narrowing 
our understanding. On Question Time on the BBC he 
just spoke a load of rubbish. 

I go leafleting every month and speak out about the 
BNP to others. The BNP’s target area is Bewsey but 
they’ve also been leafleting in the upper-class area of 
Appleton. When we're out we're usually all girls in 
headscarves. We've had some trouble, like someone 
throwing leaflets back at us, but it’s not been that bad. 
I’ve had a lot of support from the council, the police 
and HnH. 

Because of my strong Asian background I’ve tried to 
speak to the Asian community about the BNP - they 
don’t understand what the implications are if they 
got in or what the BNP propagate against Islam. 

One lady asked me if they did win, what difference 
would it make? 

The mosque in Bewsey has been on a lease for ten 
years and they’re trying to buy it off the council. ’'m 
not involved in that, I do my own thing, but the BNP 
wont like that. The last thing we want is 
trouble flaring up in Warrington. 

I’m trying to get a TV channel in Manchester to air a 
DVD of the HnH campaign to show Muslims what 
the BNP are about. 

I commend HOPE not hate for their stamina and 
their zeal in spreading the truth. 


Gus Baker (19) 


Politics student, Bristol 


TD BEEN out leafleting against the BNP and then saw they 
were standing for the council in Bristol. A lot of people talk 
about not liking the BNP but don't seem to be doing much 
about it. There are a lot of “slacktivists” out there — people who 
are against the BNP but don’t want to get involved. 

I put a Facebook group up called “Bristol Hope Not Hate. 
Fight the Fascist BNP!” and we've now got 555 members. 

It’s about inspiring and motivating people 
on the ground. More and more students 
want to join up to stop the BNP. 

We booked a minibus to St George 
East where the BNP were standing last 
year. They'd had around 20% of the vote 
but in 2009 their share decreased because 
we went out.

I STARTED my working life as an apprentice electrician in the 
shipyards on the Clyde. I’m still in the same area but have 
working the past 18 years as a welfare rights officer. I’m getting 
to veteran stage now, in my 57th year! 

I got involved with the HnH campaign through football. 

As a lifelong Rangers fan I was 
sickened to see the fascists target our 
support. Absolutely everyone can 
make a difference making the case 
against the fascists in the workplace, 
the community, with family and 
friends.

My parents are South African and came over to escape 
the apartheid system. Because my mum was born into a 
“coloured” family, as the system said, and my dad is 

white, they had to leave the country to get married. 

I’ve always grown up politically 
aware and have known the BNP 
was a racist party. 

I teach citizenship and studied 
politics at university. You hear some 
young people’s views and I think 
it’s something that is passed on to 
them. People are confused about 
what the BNP stand for — because 
they’re legal they think they're ok. 

I think educating people and 
talking about it is definitely the 
way forward. 


Rupy Kaur (22) 


Recently elected head of the NUS 
disabled students campaign, 
Manchester 


IT'D HEARD of the BNP but thought no 
one’s going to vote for them. Until I met 
HNH’s campaign organiser Sam Tarry at an 
NUS conference I didn't realise how much of 
a threat they actually were. 

I was born with cerebral palsy but to be 
honest I’m a woman, I’ve got a disability and 
I’m also a Sikh. My granddad came to Britain 
after the war and faced a lot of discrimination. 
I think this especially motivated me to join. 

Racism still happens but it’s not as bad as it 
used to be. I don’t want the BNP to get in and 
for it to rise again. It’s all to do with education 
— people aren't aware of politics, don’t vote and 
the BNP can get in. 

I’m going to do a skydive in June to raise 
money for HNH. So far I’ve raised £1,900. 


Altaf Arif (29) 


Environmental enforcement 
officer, Bradford 


MY FATHER was killed in a 
racist attack by a member of the 
British Movement in 1981. At the 
time I was only one so growing up 
without a father definitely had an 
impact on me getting involved in 
the anti-racism movement. 

But seeing racist attacks on my 
friends — white, black and Asian — on a daily basis at 
school was probably more pertinent for me. I went to a 
school that was very divided with racial tensions. It made 
me question why it had to be like that. 

Although it’s a national campaign there are local groups. 
It’s got to be people in the community that challenge the 
BNP. It’s been tried and tested that where you take them 
on they've been defeated. It’s not just enough to call them 
racist and fascist any more, they’ve become more 
sophisticated. You've to take them on over issues like 
housing and antisocial behaviour.

ALMOST 1,200 people donated to the 
HOPE not hate campaign last month 
to ensure that we can get hundreds of 
thousands of booklets into the hands of 
women in key areas of the country.

This was immediately 
doubled by UNISON, the public sector 
trade union, which is sponsoring the 
12-page booklet aimed at women. 
In addition to contributing to the cost 
of printing the union gave us a simple 
challenge: to match every pound our 
supporters raised.

Successive studies 
show that women are much less likely to 
vote BNP than men. Most research 
shows that almost two thirds of the 
BNP vote is male and just over one 
third is from women.

The HOPE not hate campaign 
teamed up with the Daily Mirror and 
UNISON to produce 880,000 copies of 
the 12-page booklet. With commentaries 
from Coleen Nolan and Fiona Phillips, 
alongside articles explaining why the 
BNP will only bring more trouble and 
tensions to our communities, we are 
confident that Together for HOPE will be 
read by women in our key areas of the 
country. This has been made possible 
by the generous support of our HnH 
supporters and UNISON.

The National Front, once Britain’s leading racist party, hopes to capitalise on the 
current woes of the British National Party, reports David Williams. 


THE DEFEAT of the British National 
Party in the court case brought by 
the Equality and Human Rights 
Commission (EHRC) over the party’s 
racist constitution has, claims the BNP, 
galvanised its members to action. 
In truth the capitulation of Nick Griffin, 
the BNP leader, to the EHRC, which 
forced him to comply with the Equality 
Bill now completing its passage through 
Parliament, has incensed a large swathe 
of BNP activists who have no desire 
whatsoever to associate with people 
from ethnic minorities in their party 
branch meetings, now that the BNP 
can no longer use skin colour as a 
membership criterion. 

The vultures are circling and none 
more so than the National Front (NF), 
which is trying to take advantage of the 
discontent in the BNP by pitching itself 
as a genuine racist alternative. 

With its hardline ideological stance, 
the NF is well placed to benefit from 
discontent in the BNP over the 
theoretical prospect of minority ethnic 
members, which many members see as 
the start of the “sickly spiral of 
moderation” that Griffin once so 
vehemently denounced. 

Following a “palace coup” against the 
ossified leadership of Tom Holmes, 
the top dog in the NF is Ian Edward, 
a former BNP member from west 
London, who was elected chairman 
after Holmes’s enforced resignation in 
January 2010. 

Others in the NF leadership are the 
Leeds-based fascist Eddy Morrison, 
who at one time or another has been a 
member of every far-right party you 
can name and probably a few that 
you cant; Tom Linden, the former 
Harrogate BNP organiser, who has 
proved moderately adept at getting the 
NF into the media; Nick Walsh, 
the former BNP Hull organiser, and 
the NF veterans Steve Rowland and 
Andrew Cripps. 
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The BNP is furious with even the 
limited inroads that the NF is making 
into its support. Lee Barnes, the head 
of the BNP’s legal department, at one 
point praised the NF as “heroes” for 
opposing the fictitious Islam4UK 
march through Wootton Bassett, 
which failed to materialise after it was 
whipped up into a massive media storm. 
Barnes now argues on his blog that NF 
is part of a massive state-orchestrated 
conspiracy against the BNP and that it 
is run (depending on his mood) either 
by “drunks” or by “Searchlight”. 

Griffin is said to be livid because the 
NF has succeeded in enticing some 
BNP branches to defect, including 
those in Daventry and Hull. 

The NF has also won over some 
individual BNP activists. Foremost 
among them is Chris Jackson, the 
BNP’s former North West regional 
organiser, who challenged Griffin for 
the party leadership in 2007. Jackson, 
who has been appointed North West 
NF organiser, is standing as an NF 
candidate in Rochdale in the general 
election. He is joined by the former 
Rochdale BNP organiser Kevin Bryan 
and Mike Easter, another veteran BNP 
member, who ran the BNP “Reform 
Group” against Griffin’s leadership in 
2007, an act of “treachery” that 
prompted his expulsion from the party. 

It is not just the threat from the NF 
to its activist base that worries the BNP. 
The NF could also pose an electoral 
threat if it manages to get its act 
together. During the 2008 London 
Assembly elections the NF put forward 
five candidates in the constituency 
section of the poll. Their results were 
good enough to represent a threat to the 
BNP if the two parties were to go head 
to head.

LAST MONTH’S MUCH heralded 
council election success for the 
rabidly Islamophobic right-wing 
populist Geert Wilders and his 
Freedom Party (PVV) owes much to 
a well thought out strategy. 

More than 12 million voters went 
to the polls on 3 March to elect 
8,900 representatives in 394 towns 
and villages, but all eyes were 
focused on just two places: Almere, 
a relatively new city of 200,000 
people, and The Hague, the 
capital. These were the only places 
where the PVV fielded candidates. 

Wilders’s strategy guaranteed 
his one-man_ party’ almost 
continual media attention and 
minimised the risk of any heavy 
reverses. Wilders sent his allies 
and fellow parliamentarians Sietse 
Fritsma and Raymond van Roon to 
head the PVV lists in The Hague 
and Almere, respectively. 

In the election, which saw the 
lowest ever turnout, the PVV 
became the largest party in 
Almere, taking nine seats on the 
39-seat council. However, its vote 
was not as big as the polls had 
predicted and its percentage was 
in fact lower than it achieved in last 
year’s European election. 

In The Hague, the party came 
second, taking eight seats on the 45- 
seat council, just two behind the 
Social Democrats (PvdA). Again 
the PVV’s percentage fell compared 
to last year. The PvdA immediately 
excluded the PVV from coalition 
talks while Wilders reversed his 
earlier decision not to take his seat 
on The Hague city council. 


The rest of the non-mainstream 
right enjoyed mixed fortunes. 
In Rotterdam, the _ right-wing 
populist party founded by the late 
Pim Fortuyn, Livable Rotterdam, 
considered by some to be the 
forerunner of the PVV, matched 
the PvdA with 14 seats. The result 
followed an _ unprecedented 
recount amid accusations of fraud 
and the unlawful acquisition of 
voting passes by a Livable 
Rotterdam councillor. The PvdA 
remained the largest party by a 
margin of several hundred votes 
and has refused to cooperate with 
Livable Rotterdam in forming the 
city government. 

In the shadows, the right-wing 
populist Proud of the Netherlands 
(TON) stood for election for more 
than 40 councils and won over 50 
seats. Despite some revelations 
of known right-wing extremists 
among its ranks, who were 
subsequently removed, the 
movement, led by the former 
Integration and Immigration 
minister Rita Verdonk, has 
established itself on a local level 
but is predicted to win no seats in 
the general election in June. 

The nazis of the Dutch People’s 
Union (NVU) tried to win a seat to 
secure an income for their leader 
Constant Kusters, but failed in the 


broke out about the NVU’s future on 
the fascist Stormfront internet 
forum and the NVU has now decided 
to forgo public demonstrations for 
an unspecified period. 

During the campaign the Dutch 
secret service sent a two-page 
public note to all mayors about 
supposed plans by Anti-Fascist 
Action (AFA) to disrupt meetings 
of the PVV, some local right- 
Wing parties and TON. This led 
to a bizarre response from some 
of TON’s candidates who claimed 
they were being threatened by 
AFA. 

Even when youngsters in Almere 
threatened shopkeepers who gave 
publicity to parties other than the 
PVV - no doubt practising what 
the PVV preaches about establish- 
ing “city-commandos” to restore 
order - the PVV_ candidate 
Raymond van Roon still blamed 
AFA for the threats. 

As a result of the collapse of the 
Dutch government in February 
over withdrawal of the military 
mission in Afghanistan, the 
council elections were dominated 
by national issues on which the 
general election will also be 
fought. 

The PVV has called for a ban 
on Muslim headscarves in state 
institutions and council- 
subsidised places and made it clear 
that the policy will be non- 
negotiable if it wins the election on 
9 June. Wilders has announced

THERE SEEMS TO be no end to the 
raging disputes in the Viaams Belang 
(Flemish Interest), Belgium’s main far- 
right party. In the latest bout of bad 
news to hit the party, Eric Deleu, a 
long-time nationalist activist and 
one the VB’s first councillors, has 
given up his seat on the Aartselaar 
town council. 

He had been the focus of a fierce 
clash between the so-called “Antwerp 
family” led by the party's real boss, 
Filip Dewinter, and the “others” led by 
the VB’s former president Frank 
Vanhecke, who publicly declared that 
the party should get rid of the “highly 
incompetent” Deleu after he joined 
the board of VRT, the Flemish radio 
and television station. 

Deleu has a special place in the 
Flemish far-right pantheon. He made 
history when he was elected to 
Antwerp city council in 1983 and 
was for many years one of the very few 
known faces of the party, operating in 
the shadow of the party's former 
president Karel Dillen, who led the VB, 
under its former guise of Vlaams Blok, 
like a dictator for nearly two decades. 
Despite being a rather modest 
politician, Deleu became a kind of 
pioneer, establishing his credentials as 
a hard-working member long before 
Dewinter and his likes came knocking 
on the party’s door.

Professionally, Deleu headed ARB, a 
public relations and communications 
firm in Antwerp, which designed 
publicity campaigns for high 
profile products and organised the 
VB’s highly controversial electoral 
campaigns, in which symbols such as 
boxing gloves and brooms and 
aggressive populist slogans played a 
major role. 

Deleu’s Turkish-Armenian origins 
seemed to be no hindrance to him 
operating in a party that expressed 
hardline anti-immigration and racist 
views. Part of the VB’s aggressive 
stance included attacks on members 
of the Turkish and Maghreb minorities 
in Flanders, an approach that 
eventually led to its conviction for 
racism. 

During the 1980s Deleu was one of 
the architects of the “new” VB. 
Inspired by the success of Jean-Marie 
Le Pen and his National Front 
in France, and with the aid of 
Dewinter and his friends, the 
VB transformed itself into a party with 
a tough racist profile that had shed 
its old-fashioned, almost “folkloric”, 
nationalist image. During the VB’s 
sixth party conference in 1984, 
Deleu_ informed his audience at 
length about the supposedly criminal 
and parasitic nature of immigrants. 

Later in the 1980s _ Deleu left 


Antwerp city council and moved to 


Aartselaar, a small town in the 
surrounding region. During one of his 
last meetings of Antwerp city council, 
he made an emotional speech on 
Holocaust denial. To the shock and 
surprise of the crypto-nazi element in 
the VB, he told his council colleagues 
that minimising or denying the 
Holocaust was a shame and that 
people like Jean-Marie Le Pen should 
be jailed for doing so. 

Soon afterwards, he dropped out of 
sight politically but made a comeback 
a few years later with the help of 
Dewinter, becoming a local councillor 
and party leader in Aartselaar. 

In March last year, the Belgian 
national media revealed that Deleu 
was “wanted” in Germany for “art 
robbery” after the German Schloss 
Nodrvenich Museum informed police 
in Duren that he had absconded with 
an “art object” worth €2,000 (£1,800) 
without paying for it. 

The object that Deleu allegedly 
took was a sculpture by Arno Breker, 
notorious as one of Hitler’s favourite 
artists and a good friend of the Nazi 
architect Albert Speer. Deleu says that 
his lawyer has dealt with the matter 
and that he had no intention of 
stealing the sculpture. Any court 
proceedings appear to have been 
dropped. ~«q 


SWEDEN Nazikiller emerges from the shadows

ON 12 OCTOBER 1999 nazis cold- 
bloodedly gunned down the anti-fascist 
trade unionist Bjorn Séderberg at his 
apartment in suburban Stockholm. 
One of his assailants, Hampus 
Hellekant, was sentenced to 11 years in 
prison for the murder. He has since 
claimed to have renounced his past. 

But an investigation by Searchlight’s 
Swedish sister magazine Expo has cast 
doubt on his claim by revealing that, 
since his release from prison, Hellekant 
has posted pictures of himself on the 
internet posing with a gun in his hand. 
Whether the weapon is real or a replica 
is unclear. 

Expo also discovered that Hellekant 
contacted a known nazi to discuss a 
weapons licence. 

Evidence from a large number of nazi 
emails shows that Hellekant has been 
in regular contact with nazi activists. 
For example, in spring 2008, he asked a 
core activist in the network around the 
nazi news site Info 14: “Hey, what 
about your criminal record anyway? 
Could you arrange to get a weapons 
permit fast as hell if you don't have too 
bad a record>” 

Hellekant is no stranger to firearms. 
The murder of Séderberg was carried 
out with a pistol that was traced back to 
him. At that time, Hellekant had a 
hunting licence and a weapons permit. 
Under Swedish law, weapons licences are 
revoked if the holder commits serious 
crimes and the person is prohibited from 
obtaining a new licence. 

After trying to keep out of trouble 
and hide his nazi links right up until last 
year, it is apparent that Hellekant has 
begun to emerge from the shadows. 

When he was released on probation 
in February 2007 after serving two 
thirds of his sentence, the daily Dagens 
Nyheter reported that he had enrolled as 
a medical student. According to the 
paper Hellekant wanted to move on in 
his life and leave the past behind him. 

However in October 2009, the 
trade union paper Ardetaren disclosed 
that he was still devoting himself 
to the systematic tracking of hundreds 
of left-wing activists and journalists

and publishing his “anti-antifa” 
findings on the nazi Metapedia and 
Info14 websites. 

Although Hellekant denied it, and 
Metapedia and IJnfo14 claimed to have 
nothing to do with him, material seen 
by Expo demonstrates how he tried to 
cover his tracks. 

After Arbetaren exposed Hellekant’s 
“anti-antifa” activities, he began to erase 
his online postings. When he realised 
the paper was still investigating him he 
contacted the fascists behind Metapedia 
to ask for help. 

His comments well and truly let the 
cat out of the bag. “He [the reporter] is 
taking a chance, all he has is 
circumstantial evidence and NN [name 
removed] pointing me out which is 
amazing when photographing her took 
two seconds and was two years ago. 
The likelihood that she recognised me 


is Zero. 


“To minimise damage maybe you 
should deny that I am holder of the 
accounts, that you know who was 
holding them and that “infobringer” 
[account name] was an association of 
some young people on Nordic.se who 
wrote articles and personal descriptions 
on demand as training for wiki work ... 
and it ended when Metapedia 
management wanted to get them to 
dedicate their work to things that are 
more in line with what Metapedia 
should be about.” 

A little later, continuing the 
conversation, Hellekant and his 
Metapedia contact appear to have 
agreed that both sides should deny all 
forms of cooperation. 

That a convicted killer such as 
Hellekant is gathering information 
potentially to line up future targets for 
terror warrants serious attention from

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GERMANY 
Minor league matches hit 
by nazi violence

MATCHES IN GERMANY’S lower football leagues are suffering 
growing violence from nazis, who are focusing on grounds and clubs 
that are not part of the country’s premier Bundesliga. 

According to Klaus Beier, a spokesman for the nazi National 
Democratic Party, the Bundesliga is not fertile territory for activity 
because of the strength of fan projects around the major clubs. 

Details of incidents often emerge only some time afterwards. 
An alarming example of fascist activity occurred in Litbeck last autumn, 
when a howling mob of nazis gave Hitler salutes and spat and threw 
bottles at Red Star Liibeck players. 

A fortnight later in the small town of Brandis in Saxony, 50 hooded 
nazis and hooligans invaded the pitch and attacked players and fans of 
the Red Star Leipzig team, leaving three people seriously injured. 
The names of the attacked teams suggest that the violence was 
politically motivated. 

In late February, a Leipzig court sentenced a 23-year-old nazi to 
26 months in prison for his antics in Brandis. In another case arising 
from the same incident, the Brandis club’s public announcer testified 
that the attackers had donned gumshields and stormed the pitch 
yelling, “We aren't here for football”. 

The defendant in this case is also charged with attacking football fans 
on another occasion and injuring policemen when he tried to smash the 
windows of a police vehicle. The same yob even attempted to yank a 
paramedic out of an ambulance at the scene. 

The attackers in Brandis were mainly nazis, free-fight “sportsmen” 
and football louts who share a hatred of left-wing football clubs and 
fans and try to intimidate them with acts of violence. 

A Scottish photographer who did not wish to be named, whose 
pictures were used as evidence of the violence in Brandis, has said that 
although he has been documenting such incidents for more than five 
years, it is only recently that the police have shown any interest. tl 


RUSSIA Racist 
skinheads get 
long jail terms

NINE MEN have been sentenced to prison 
terms ranging from six to 23 years for committing 
six ethnically motivated murders over the past 
two years. 

Moscow City Court heard that the men, aged 
17 to 22, formed a racist skinhead gang called 
Beliye Volki (White Wolves) on the anniversary of 
Hitler's birth in April 2007 after making contact 
through the internet. 

In the first nine months of the gang's existence, 
it committed 11 murders in Moscow. 
The violence started on the evening it formed 
when its first victim, an Uzbek man, was seriously 
assaulted and stabbed. 

The boneheads targeted people of Central 
Asian origin and brazenly posted videos of their 
attacks on the internet. A favoured method of 
attack was to club victims to the ground with 
wooden planks and kill them by stabbing them 
with knives and screwdrivers sometimes as many 
as 80 times. 

In one case, a glazier from Kyrgyzstan was 
knifed 73 times as gang members screamed 
“Russia for the Russians!” and filmed the murder 
on their mobile phones. Investigators who 
searched the gang's computers discovered some 
of their films. 
Arrested at the end of 2008 and at the 
beginning of 2009, the White Wolves were finally 
put on trial last October. The gang's leader, Alexei

Dzhavakhishvili, 18, is the son of a Georgian

tizen but his mother is Russian and he considers 


mself a Russian. All the gang members came 
f normal family and social backgrounds. 
Alarmingly, most of them were students at 
niversities in Moscow or in professional training. 
On 25 February Dzhavakhishvili was sentenced 
to seven years in prison for personally 
committing two murders. Another gang 
member, Victor Petrov, 21, got 15 years and 18- 
year-old Dmitri Petrov received a_ ten-year 
sentence. Both had previous convictions. 

Three members of the gang, Rikhard Sobolev, 
19, Alexandre Grishkov, 21, and Alexandre 
Talatynov, 19, were released. Five suspects were 
never found. None of the convicted men 
renounced their nationalist and racist ideology, 
even in front of the jury. 

In 2009 alone, nazis were suspected of killing 
more than 70 people but it appears that the 
authorities are now trying to crack down on 
skinhead gangs by sentencing them to long 
prison terms. ~=q

THE FAR-RIGHT FREEDOM 
Party (FPO) has chosen a candidate for 
this month's presidential election who has 
the rare — for the FPO — talent of hitting 
the right note in public debate. Barbara 
Rosenkranz will stand for the largely 
ceremonial post in an attempt to gain 
publicity and boost the party’s image. 

Rosenkranz, 51, the mother of six 
girls and four boys, started her political 
career in 1993 and is currently a 
member of the provincial government 
of Lower Austria. She can be fairly 
described as an extremist icon and 
ideological hardliner. 

Until her recent cosmetic and 
rather meaningless political U-turn, 


Rosenkranz was an ardent advocate oy 
of abolishing the Prohibition Act of "= 


1947, an Austrian constitutional 
law that outlaws Holocaust ~ 
denial and criminalises any | 
revival of Nazism. 
Even in an interview last © 
month she responded in her @ 
typically ambiguous manner to a 
question about whether she doubted 
the existence of gas chambers during 


“My conception of history”, she said, 
“is that of an Austrian who was taught 
at Austrian schools between 1964 and 
1976. I dont have to make any 
amendments to this conception of 
history.” One has to remember that this 
was a period in which the Nazi period, 
concentration camps and the Holocaust 
were almost never mentioned. 

Rosenkranz’s campaign is strong on 
xenophobia and opposition to the 
European Union and immigration, and 
calls for the closure of Austria’s borders 
with the newer EU countries of central 
Europe. The populist Kronen Zeitung — 
Austria’s largest daily tabloid with 
a daily readership of around 
ra 3 million — and its veteran 
publisher Hans Dichand have 
backed her candidacy. 

They have not been put off 
by the fact that Rosenkranz 
is married to Horst Jakob

magazine Faken (Facts). Mr 
Rosenkranz (pictured) was an 
activist in the National 


Democratic Party (NDP), which was 
outlawed in 1988. 

He was barred from taking part in 
the 1990 national election because 
of the similarity of his “No to the 
flood of foreigners” platform with 
Nazism. Another candidate on his list 
was the infamous Holocaust denier, 
poet, writer and nazi Gerd Honsik, who 
was recently given a four-year prison 
term for producing and distributing 
nazi propaganda. ; 

Mrs Rosenkranz will be the sole 
opponent of Heinz Fischer, the present 
Social Democrat President, in the 
election on 25 April. Although the 
presidency is largely ceremonial and no 
incumbent has ever lost an election, the 
FPO is aiming to use the contest and the 
publicity it will generate as an image 
transfusion for Heinz-Christian Strache, 
the party leader, in his campaign for 
election as mayor of Vienna in October. 

Strache needs her to win at least 
35% of the vote from a broader 
political spectrum that stretches from 
the right-wing extremist fringe to the 
conservatives to gain political advantage 
from the campaign.

ITALY Billionaire’s arrest casts light on fascist- 


mafia intrigues

A FIVE-YEAR investigation that 
began with alleged money laundering 
by broadband operators with links to 
London has resulted in the arrest of a 
fascist billionaire. Neapolitan born 
Gennaro Mokbel attempted to set up a 
political power base involving the 
mafia-rigged election of a Senator and 
bribes to free fascist terrorists from jail 
and turn them into his advisers. 

Mokbel, 49, was described in police 
documents as a “representative of 
Third Position’, the far-right group 
founded in Rome in 1978 that grew out 
of Lotta Studentesca (Students’ 
Struggle). Its leaders included Giuseppe 
Dimitri, Gabriele Adinolfi and Roberto 
Fiore, now Secretary of the fascist Forza 
Nuova (New Force). Fiore was later to 
expand Third Position with the help of 
his British friends. 

While Third Position has denied 
Mokbel was a member, there is no 
doubt about his attachment to the 
Armed Revolutionary Nuclei (NAR) 
and their terrorist leaders. In a 
telephone intercept he is heard saying, 
“You know [Francesca] Mambro and 
[Valerio] Fioravanti” (the two NAR 
members convicted of the 1980 
Bologna bombing that killed 85 people) 
“it was I who brought them out [of jail], 
I paid 1,200,000 [euros]”. 

Mambro and Fioravanti were released 
in 2008 and 2009 respectively, provoking 
an outcry among families of the victims 
of the massacre. The two were heard in 
recordings of telephone conversations 
offering Mokbel political advice. 
“You should secure a regular column in 
a newspaper because the written word 
is important”, Mambro said. 

Mokbel’s contacts with fascist 
terrorists first came to light in 1994 
when police arrived at his door and 
arrested him for sheltering Antonio 
D'Inzillo, a killer for NAR and the 
Banda della Magliana, a criminal gang 
suspected of links with the Secret 
Services in the 1970s and 1980s. 
DInzillo was said to have escaped 
to London before vanishing in 
Uganda, where he was reported to be 
trading in gold.

The full extent of Mokbel’s financial 
assistance to the far right may emerge in 
the forthcoming trial, but there is 
enough already in the telephone 
intercepts to paint a picture of alarming 
proportions, stretching from the 
criminal underworld to the Senate as 
part of a plan to influence politics with 
large sums of money. 

In the 2008 elections Mokbel is 
alleged to have orchestrated the 
candidature of Nicola di Girolamo, 
thanks to a new law promoted by Mirko 
Tremaglia enabling some Senators and 
MPs to be elected by Italians living 
abroad. In his youth Tremaglia joined 
Benito Mussolini’s Salo Republic, 
which took orders from Hitler. 

The votes that won di Girolamo a 
seat in the Senate with Popolo della 
Liberta (People of Freedom), Prime 
Minister Silvio Berlusconi’s party, were 
bought by Ndragheta, the Calabrian 
mafia, under Mokbel’s supervision. 
“You can become president of Italy,” 
Mokbel told the newly elected Senator, 
“but for me you will always be a 
doorman, meaning you are my slave”. 

While the intrigues of the Sicilian 
mafia and Ndragheta for the purpose of 


placing their men in Parliament 
occasionally come under scrutiny (in a 
separate case, a tribunal is investigating 
allegations that Berlusconi’s former 
party, Forza Italia, was formed in 
consultation with the mafia), those 
between criminal organisations and the 
far right remain mostly in the shadows, 
which is why the revelations about 
Mokbel’s role as the brains behind these 
latest developments are so important. 

There is always a question mark over 
how fascist activities are financed. 
Investigators have found that Mokbel 
was trading in diamonds from Uganda, 
where D’Inzillo resided. In a tapped 
conversation he is heard asking a 
colleague just back from Hong Kong if 
the diamonds are “safe”. “No” is the 
reply, “$1,600,000 are missing ... 61 
stones are not accounted for”. 

Last month diamonds worth €4 
million (£3.6 million) linked to Mokbel 
were traced to a jeweller’s safe in Rome, 
apparently the result of money 
laundering. Mokbel’s collection of 
works of art, ranging from some by 
well-known artists, including Giorgio 
de Chirico, to a portrait of Hitler and 
a bust of Mussolini, has also come 
to light. 

It is no surprise that Mokbel boasted 
of his contacts with both Gianfranco 
Fini, the former leader of Alleanza 
Nazionale who is now the Speaker of 
the Lower Chamber, and Gianni 
Alemanno, the Mayor of Rome, whose 
election in 2008 was greeted with the 


Fascist salute. After di Girolamo 
became a Senator, a representative of 
Ndragheta telephoned = Mokbel 


complaining that he had not received 
due thanks for his efforts in buying 
votes in Germany. Mokbel soothed 
him: Fini had called to offer his 
congratulations. As for “Gianni”, “three 
of his men are here with me right now”. 

The intercepts contain numerous 
references to Masonic lodges and Secret 
Services in Europe and South Asia. It is 
quite possible that Italian intelligence 
and police were not alone in monitoring 
Mokbel’s activities, which have ended in 
the arrest of a total of 56 people. ~<a
